Office of Communications in general terms, and while there are a number 
of problems, none are of major significance. 

2 . At the Financial Policy and Budget Committee meeting Colonel 
White advised that recruitment for the supplemental program in Southeast 
Asia could begin even though the program itself has been approved only 
in principle by the Bureau of the Budget. I in turn alerted Matt Baird that 
this program will create heavy training requirements. The program pro- 
vides for twenty instructors who will presumably be under the control of 
the Office of Training both at Headquarters and in the field. I also alerted

3 . The Director had difficulty talking on a secure telephone at the 
White House to General Carroll, Director of the Defense Intelligence 
Agency. He asked why General Carroll did not have a gray telephone or 
a KY-1. The KY-1 is set up on a point-to-point basis, and there is no 
connection between DIA and CIA. After making some inquiries it was 
discovered that General Fitch, Deputy Director of DIA, is having a gray 
telephone installed which will be available by the end of August. 
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
